ican ships carrying cargo belonging to 
Englishmen or Americans and destined

the delivery of the cargo prohibited, if 
in the opinion of tho admirals, such 
delivery was calculated to prolong the 
disorders in Crete. 


Mr. Curzon added that the sanction 


under which the admirals were thus 
acting was that of the powers.'

. each candidate and assistance given in 


filling out the blanks. The supply of 
formal ^blanks is exhausted, and the 
clerk and his deputy are called to write 
out the form, administer the oath and 
file the statement. No fee is allowed 
for this work, but it takes up about 
'half the time in the clerk's 
office. 


There is an interesting variety of 
papers on file. Many are written with 
pencil, some are quite elaborate in a 
wealth of legal form and technique, a 
great many are not sworn to, many not 
itemized, and in all quite an array of 
papers not strictly in accordance with 
the law. 
Candidates oome in, fill out 


their blanks, lay them down and walk 
out. The mail brings in the county 
districts, and taken all together, they 
make an interesting collection of docu- 
ments,

cents." Several have "Hall rent 10 
cents," which evidently means that 
the hat was passed around. A number 
write "Nothing," and then repeat it, 
as if to impress it upon the legal mind.

»ot only interesting but most farreach- 
ing and perhaps not generally under- 
stood. The result which Japan seeks 
ia to make permanent the depreciation 
of silver in relation to gold, and to pre- 
serve thereby the advantages which 
this depreciation naturally gives 
to 


Japanese agriculture" and Japanese in- 
dustries an'd It is not in any sense an 
attempt to equalize values. 


"There was a time in the history oj 


the United States when we might have 
taken a step identical with that which 
Japan now proposes. If, during the 
years of our 
civil war, when 
our 


money was worth but 50 per cent of 
the gold dollar, we had by law declared 
that henceforth our dollar should be of 
the value of 50 cents only in gold, our 
legislation would 'have been parallel 
•with that which Japan evidently in- 
tends. 


'/The action of Japan must not be 


construed as an attempt to establish 
an'd maintain a gold standard; it is 
simply an attempt to preserve the eco- 
nomic advantages which she at pres- 
ent enjoys because o fthe gold premi- 
um -which exists in Japan, and this at 
the expense of the great commercial 
countries of the 
world which 
have 


heretofore maintained tlhe stability of 
their coinage as well as their financial 
totegrity. 
Of course, at the 
present 


•price of silver, measured by gold, the 
result of the action of Japan would ba 
to di<ive all its silver out of that coun- 
try.

"It is premature, however, to attempt 


to forecast the full effect of her action 
in this respect. The course of Japan 
must, in my opinion, only serve to has- 
ten some agreement between the lead-
